The present invention describes a spread spectrum communication device and 
communication system wherein the transmitter has a pseudo noise code generator for 
generating a code sequence having a code length of at least 14 and having a value 
corresponding to a peak of one of plural absolute auto-correlation side lobes having a 
smallest value. This distinct feature has been added to the independent claim 2, 
therefore rendering them allowable.
